- In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (b) 
of sub -section (2) of section 27 of the Kerala Public Men (Prevention of 
Corruption ) Act, 1983 (6 of 1984) the Government of Kerala hereby make 
the following Rules regarding the maintenance and repairs of conveyance of 
Commissioners namely :

RULES 


1. Short title and commencement.- (1) These Rules may be called the 
Kerala Public Men Prevention of Corruption (Maintenance and Repairs 
of Conveyance of Commissioners) Rules, 1985 . 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

2. Definitions. - In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires , 
" Act” means the Kerala Public Men ( Prevention of Corruption ) Act, 1983 
(6 of 1984 ). 

3. Conveyance . --The Commission shall provide motor cars for the use 
of the Commissioners throughout their term of office and for a period of 
fifteen days immediately thereafter subject to the conditions specified here 
under . The cars provided by the Commission for the use of the Commis 
sioners shall remain the property of the Commission . Additional cars may 
be supplied to the Commissioners only when the cars supplied are out of 
order or undergoing repairs. 

4. Registration and Taxation Fees .-- The fee for registration and initial 
and quarterly taxation licence of the motor cars shall be met by the Commis 
sion . 


5. Replacement of worn out and broken parts . The expenditure on the 
replacement of worn out or broken parts and their fitting charges shall be 
met by the Commission , including the expenditure on renewal of tyres and 
tubes . 


6. Expenditure on running repairs. — The expenditure on ordinary running 
repairs of the cars shall be met by the Commission . 

7. Expenditure on periodical servicing and running expenses. The expenditure 
on periodical servicing of the cars including the cost of oil for oil change during 
such periodical servicing shall be met by the Commission , but the expenditure 
on running expenses such as wages of cleaners, petrol, oil and the like shall 
be met by the Commissioners in respect of the cars used by them . 

8. Drivers of cars. -Commission shall supply at its cost drivers for the 
cars of the Commissioners. 


9. Repairs on account of accidents. - All repairs to the cars on account of 
accidents shall be met by the Commission . 


10. Supply of carpets, cushion covers etc.-- Outlays on the supply of articles 
such as carpets , cushion covers , oil filters and the like shall be met by the 
Commission ; 


Provided that such outlays shall be on articles that tend to prolong the 
life and serviceability of the car . 

11. Replacement of cars. The question of replacing a car shall be con 
sidered when it has run not less than 80,000 kilometres or earlier for special 
reasons to be recorded in writing . 

12. Consolidated sum for journeys within the city of Trivandrum .-- The Com 
missioners shall be paid a consolidated sum of three hundred and fifty rupees 
per mensem in lieu of the cost of petrol and oil for the conveyances for journeys 
performed within the city of Trivandrum and a radius of eight kilometres 
thereof. 


13. Journeys in any other Government conceyance . - Commissioners shall 
not be entitled to any travelling allowance for journey s performed in any 
Government conveyance other than that provided under rule 3. 

14. Conveyance allowance under the High Court Judges (Conditions of Service ) 
Act, 1954.- The Commissioners who are provided with motor cars under 
rule 3 shall not be entitled to the conveyance allowance under section 22B 
of the High Court Judges (Conditions of Service ) Act, 1954 (Central Act 
XXVIII of 1954 ) .

Each Application presented to the State Archives Department for the 
grant of copies of official documents shall be stamped with a Court Fee label 
f Rs. 2 (two).

Search for the Documents, etc. , and Grant of Copies 

A search shall be made for the documents applied for in the Archives , 
frivandrum , Archives , Ernakulam or the Archives, Kozhikode as the case 

If it is not found a certificate to that effect will be furnished to the 
applicant. If the document found, the applicant will not automatically 
be entitled to a copy of extract. The Director of Archives will decide in 
each case whether or not copies of the document can be granted and this 
will depend on the contents of the document itself, the general principle being 
that no copy will be granted of any document, official or demi-official, which 
is either of a confidential character or , in the opinion of Government of a 
nature which renders the grant of a copy injurious to the public interest. 
If the Director of Archives decides not to grant copies the applicant will be 
informed accordingly . If however the Director of Archives decides to grant 
the copies and they are available in print they will be supplied on the pay 
ment of the cost of prinitng them , the amount being ascertained from the 
Superintendent, Government Presses. When copies are not available in 
print the applicant will be asked to send the requisite number of copy-stamp 
papers and /or court fee stamp and or cash , on the scale indicated below : 


(a) Where the documents are such as could be copied on copy-stamp 
papers both sides of the copy -stamp paper should be used for typing or 
writing . A maximum of 175 words should be written or typed on the first 
embossed page of the copy stamp -paper. The copying fee for this page 
will be one rupee . By suitable ruling a maximum of 30 line should be 
written or typed on the reverse side of the copy- stamp paper and a 
maximum of 240 words should be written or typed on that page at the ratç . 
of 8 words for each line. The copying fee to be charged for the reverse 
side will be as follows: 
When the number of words written or typed does not exceed 175– 

1 rupee 
When the number of words written or typed exceed 175 - Rs. 1.50. 
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When the reverse side of the copy-stamp paper is used , adhesive court 
fee labels of the value of one Rupee or Rs.1.50 as the case may be, should 
be affixed at the top righthand corner of that side , sapce should be left at the 
top left hand corner for the endorsernent of the copyist. ( For facility of 
calculation 24 lines should be taken to be equivalent to one page and, in the 
case of figures , 5 and 35 figures respectively should be taken to be equivalent 
to one word and one line ). 

(b ) . In the case of statements or extracts from registers which are 
too large to be copied on two connected sheets of copy-stamp paper, a fee 
of One Rupee in Court fee stamps for cvery 175 words or fraction thercof 
shall be levied . The applicant will in this case also be asked to furnish good 
paper suitable for making copies. 

(c) When owing to temporary shortage of copy -stamp papers, an 
applicant is not able to furnish the requisite number of such - papers, copies 
may be granted in plain paper affixed with proper court-fee labels. The 
following procedure should be observed . 

(1). The white paper to be used should be of a durable quality and 

of foolscape size. 
(2 ) The required quantity of white paper, as well as the requisite 

court fec labels should be furnished by the parties themselves . 
(3) Both the sides of the white paper should be used for transcribing 

copies. The number of words that can be transcribed 

either page will be subject to the following maxima :

( ii) In case : (a) where the number of copy- stamp papers supplied 
by applicant isfin excess of requirements ; (b ) where an insufficient number 
of stamps is filed , but the parties fail to supply the additional number of 
samps within a given period ; and (c) where stamps are filed for copies or 
records which are not available in the office , the stamp papers should be 
returned to the parties concerned in the manner prescribed in the sub paragraph .

The 
list should be prepared between 3 p.m.and 4.30 p.m.each day and should state 
the number of the copy application and the name of the person to whom 
the copies are to be delivered . The list should be a ffixed to the notice board 
immediately after the office re- opens the following day . After expiry of the 
period the list should be taken down and the copies remaining unclaimed , 
if any should be sent to the applicant by post "Service unpaid in the manner 
prescribed in sub paragraph (5 ). 

(i ) Applicants for copies of documents should not be asked to 
pay in advance the cost of despatch in the shape of ordinary postage stamps 
despatch under such stamps constitutes an irregularity under the postal 
rules. Certified copies of documents as well as any unused stamp papers 
other than those falling under the last sentence of clause (d ) (i) of suh para 
graph (2 ) should be sent in envelopes superscribed " Certificd Copies - Service 
unpaid " or " Copy stamp papers - Service unpaid " -or " Certified copies 
and copy stamp papers - Service unpaid " , as the case may be.
